in Gettysburg ought to be a concrete 
or asphalt one built entirely by the 
abutting property owners so that the 
properties enhanced in value bv such 
streets would pay the cost of the"sarne. 


The act of 1889 provides that on peti- 


tion of two thirds of the owners of pro- 
perty, representing two thirds of the 
number of feet fronting on the street, 
the borough authorities have the power 
to pave or macadamize streets with 
the power to collect two thirds of the 
cost aud expense from abutting laud 
owners.

A road machine was al.-o put to 


work on the Uuiontowu road uot far 
away and the honors are said to be de- 
cidedly with the inexpensive drag. 
The road after being worked with the 
road machine remained damp, 
aoft 


aud spongy, wnile that worked with 
the drag was hard, dry and smooth, all 
the 
water appearing to have been 


squeezed out ot the dirt in the oper- 
atiou. The further advantage is with 
the drag that twice as much road cau 
be worked with it as compared with 
the road machine. 


How loug will it lie before the Sup- 


ervisors of Adams County awaken to, 
the value of the drag. The very best 
outlay they could make would be the 
building of one for every road master 
aud then see to it that the road master 
keeps it moving. Or they might offer 
one or more prizes of say §2o for the 
best mile of roaa kept up by auy tax- 
payer with a drag. 


Tne uniform experience has beeu 


that several years of dragging will 
make a dirt road hard like a floor. 


There is no need for the makers of 


our roads to wait until the State comes 
along aud builds au expensive road, 
wtieu they could give good roads inex- 
pensively by use of the drag. Let the 
drag be inaugurated in Adams with- 
out further delay.

Vertebrae Classed as Oldest Human 


Remains Found in the New World. 


The oldest human 
n-rnalnH on the 


American continent have been discov- 
ered In the Argentine republic. Some 
four or Jive years ago a vertebra was 
dug up in the neighborhood of Monte 
Hermoso and deposited in the museum 
of La Plata. 
There It attracted the 


attention of the director, a German, 
il'MT 
Lehrnann-N'itriche. 
He 
recog- 


nized it JIB having strong resemblances 
to a human cervical or neck vertebra 
and also some relation to the bones of 
the higher apes, without exactly corre- 
sponding with either. 


Then he compared it with some other 


bones in the collection, and the result 
of his study was the hypothesis of a 
new type, neither human nor ape, but 
related to both. 
The -curve o£ the 


spine 
indicated by the bones 
sug- 


gested an animal that walked upright, 
but the size and formation of the 
bones made it clear that the head 
they supported was small and light, 
with very small brain capacity. 


The remains resemble certain bones 


of a primitive race of men found in 
Java more closely than any other non- 
human or near human specimens. 
They represent altogether the oldest 
type of humanity, if human they are, 
ever found in the western continent.

It is a distinctly handsome 
bird, and. being without the bald head 
of the typical vultures, lacks their re- 
puTsive look. In its habits and mode 
of life it resembles the true vultures, 
except, perhaps, ttiat it is rather more 
dainty in its tastes.

lammergeyer, but they are highly im- 
probable. 
In some countries it is 


called by-a- name 
meaning

breaker," from its habit of carrying 
bones up in the air 
and dropping 


them from a great height in order to 
get at the marrow. It inhabits the 
mountainous regions of southern Eu- 
rope/ and its range extends through 
Asia Minor and the Himalayas 
to 


China.
